Four young women stenographers 
had narrow escapes from death when 
the two five-story brick buildings oc- 
cupied by the St. Louis Edible Nut 
Co., jobbers of peanuts, 210-12 North 
Levee, fell Friday evening. At noon 
there were 100 persons working in 
this bullding. They. were ordered out 
by the Building Inspector. 

All of them left except four ste- 
nographers. 
until 6 p. m. Then they left the build- 
ing. Ten minutes later the whole 
building fell with a crash. 

These buildings were owned by ‘the 
trustees of the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens, and were part of the Henry 
Shaw estate. 

Leap in Water Fleeing Crash. 

The five-story briek building at 213- 
214. North Levee, adjoining that of 
the Edible Nut company, shook and 
tottered and a crack from the roof 
to the ground appeared in its rear 
wall. 

The corner store in it, at Olive 
street and North Levee, was occupied 
by the saloon of Earnest Masserd. 
His family and several other families 
lived upstairs. They ran out when 
the crash came. Séveral were so ex- 
cited they plunged into the water 
which was rushing over the sidewalk 
in front to a depth of a foot. 

It geemed Saturday that this build- 
ing would fall at any moment into 
Olive street and the police’ kept the 
crowds back with rope barriers stretch- 
ed across the streets leading to it. 

The five-story brick bufiding at 300-02 
North Levee, directly across Olive 
street from the falling building at 214 
North Levee, was occupied by the Ha- 
good* Manufacturing company, a mail 
order house. 

J. Denny, inspector of buildings, no- 
ticed Saturday morning that its south 
wall was leaning outward over Olive 
street. He went inside and found the 
walls cracking and the whole building 
threatening to fall.

Gould nor the 
Prince de Sagan appeared personally in 
the mayore’ offices, friends in each case 
acting for them. 

In the case of Mme. ould it is pre- 
ceded by the marriage declaration of a 
seamstress and followed by that of a 
butcher. The documet follows: 

Helie Has a Long Name. 

“This publication of an intended mar- 
riage between Marie Pierre Camille 
Louis Helie Boson de Talleyrand-Peri- 
gord, Prince de Sagan, rentier, domi- 
ciled at 11 Rue Sedillot, eldest son of 
Charlies Gui!tlaume-Fredetic-Boson de 
Talleyrand-Perigord, Duke de Sagan and 
Talleyrand, without profession, and 
Anne Alexandrine Seilliere,° deceased, 
and Anna Gould, without proression, 
domiciled at 126 Avenue Malakoff, 
daughter of Jay Gould and Helen Miller, 
deceased, divorced from Marie-Paul Bo- 
nriface, Count de Castellane, of which 
acknowledgment has been drawn up, is 
posted this day on the doors of the 
mayor's’ office.”

MAROONED 13 DAYS ON TRAIN, 
HE KNOWS HOW NOAM FELT 


Henry Kelso of St. Louis, who has 
arrived from Montana, where he was a 
passenger on a train that was marooned 
by floods for 13 days, thinks he un- 
derstands how Noah felt. The rains 
escended 33 days In Montana, lacking 
only seven days of equaling the Noachi- 
an record.

They took him over a mountain trail 
to a point two miles away, where a 
vehicle was hired which took him into 
Missoula.

ATLANTA, Ga., June 20.—Georgia, 
foster-parent of William Jennings 
Bryan's political career, the state 
whose delegation placed him in nomi- 
nation in the Chicago convention of 
1896, will be the scene, next week, of 
his hardest battle to retain his hold of 
the Democracy of the South. 

The Democratic State convention will 
meet. in this city next Tuesday.

If it is an uninstructed delegation, 
and the best political prophets of 
Georgia believe that it will be, it will 
not be a pro-Bryan delegation; it is 
more likely to be a delegation that 
will start, at the provocation, a re- 
volt against Bryan domination, if 
there is any chance of success. 

Many prominent Democrats in Geor- 
gia entertain Nope, if not belief, that 
it is not too late to turn the tide.

PATHETIC interest attaches to ‘The Affair of the Browns,” a story in 
A the Broadway Magazine for July. It was written by Harrison Clark, 
who is dead. He was filled with ambition for fame as a writer of fic- 
tion. In the intervals of his work on the Post-Dispatch he. conned plots, 
sketched characters and longed for the leisure from bread and butter work 
to build his stories. 

The leisure came when he fell a victim to the great white plague. He 
fought the enemy manfully and concealed from those who loved him the sad 
verdict of his doctors. He was told that his life would be short, but that the 
term might be lengthened in a warmer, drier climate. He went to the hills 
near San Antonio, Tex., and lived in a tent, where, day after day, he fashioned 
and built his stories. 

No hint of the overhanging fate crept into his neatly typed pages. He 
wrote in the gayest vein, wrote of youth and love and as if life were eternal. 
Never a cloud of despondency shadowed the scenes he framed nor the incidents 
of his virile characterizations. He dealt with wholesome, healthful, genial 
folk. 
The stories from that tent in the hills near San Antonio are gaining publi- 
cation. “The Affair of the Browns” is one of those accepted by editors of mag- 
azines. It is light, whimsical, dainty—a good story, gracefully told. Other 
stories will appear and some near day when the fad for foolish fiction abates 
Harrison Clark’s one novel, “‘For the Oath’s Sake,’’ will be printed by a pub- 
lisher who values strong work by an American of high ideals and story-telling

If you contemplate a trip to Erin as a part of your vacation, you will find 
no handier and more interesting guide-book than ‘Wanderings in Ireland,” by 
Michael Myers Shoemaker. And if you can’t go, you can get from it a@ 
faithful portrait of this haunt of romance and _ tragedy.

There is a note of discoutent in Prof. Hyslop’s latest book, “Psychical Re- 
search and the Resurrection.” He raps the spiritualists and ridicules the meet- 
ing where a medium tells some person in the audience that he will succeed in the 
oyster business, the prediction being followed by a hymn sung with solemn 
gravity or ecstatic enthusiasm. Still, the trivialities incident to psychic re- 
search he finds the strongest argument. Embodied spirits also talk nonsense. 
He had a colleague who stands high in science and who thinks it absurd that a 
_ spirit would talk about a jack knife, but in a social reception of dignitaries his 

share in the badinage and small talk would hardly distinguish him from a boot- 
black or street gamin, except that his dialect is not the same as Chimmie Fad- 
den's. The professor has had experience with dull and indifferent editors, and 
sensational reporters have done wonderful stunts in reporting him. He finds 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica no article on the soul or immortality, but there 
are seven\pages on dogs, seven more on horseracing and °3 (fateful number!) 
on beer, whisky, wine and gin. Whist has five pages and abracaidabra, ana- 
grams. astrology and similar things are not forgotten. Anatomy has 109 pages, 
but not a line on that which makes anatomy interesting or important. Angling 
has 12 pages, apes 21. The study of our simian ancestry is respectabie, of our 
spiritual destiny a mark of Jnsanity. He mentions a scientific body of men who 
are dying to believe in consciousness after death, but spend their time in devis- 
ing imaginary difficulties and objections to keep their neighbors from calling 
names and to insure their respectability. They invent innumerable phrases 
“and shibboleths to evade the plainest and most intelligible possibilities. But 
why should the psychical researcher be happy more than others? The way of ev- 
ery man that has ever lied to anything has been impeded. In the nature of 
‘thingy there must be trouble for Hyslop. He has at least been credited with sin- 
cerity, and he has had a good share of readers. ‘Small, Maynard & Co.) 
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To discuss the problems of life is beyond the scope of a brief comment., If 
the reader would obtain a good understanding of ‘The _ Interpretation \ of 
Life,” by Gerhard C. Mars, B. D., Ph. D., he must read the book; more than 
reading, he must study. In this volume the author proposes to show “‘the’ re- 
lations of modern culture to Christian Science.”’ In his own words, he “at- 
tempts the ambitious and hazardous task of gathering up the best that has 
been thought and said by the noblest minds, in the past or present, and of 
putting it forth in such terms and within such limits as will render it ap- 
preciable to the popular intelligence.’’ But the book is not a mere compilation, 
It is an investigation and original representation of the stream of philosophic 
and scientific thought from Plato to Herbert Spencer. And although addressed 
to the popular intelligence, let not the reader think it is ‘‘popular’’ in the sense 
that it is easy reading. The author takes for granted the intelligence of his 
reader and seems to presuppose some previous acquaintance with the generaliza- 
tions of science and the speculations of philosophy. Whether or not he shows 
the relation of modern culture to Christian Science as taught by Mrs. Eddy 
is a question which cannot be determined by a superficial reading. But 
whether or not any relation is revealed the book has an independent worth of 
its own and cannot but be invigorating and suggestive to every open-minded

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CARE OF THE BABY IN HOT WEATHER. 








Gindes for Mothers in the Proper Feeding and Clothing of Little Ones, Written for the Post-Dispatch 
BY IDA BADANES, M. D. 








T IS possible to avoid losing the baby in hot weather by taking exceedingly 
good care as to feeding, cleanliness, fresh air, clothing, coolness and rest. 
Disease is the most natural outcome of negligence. The little one falls 

a prey to summer complaint in the majority of cases through bad care and hy- 
giene. People make a mistake by relying too much on medical skill, believing 
the physician to be able always to make good what an ignorant or negligent at- 
tendant has hopelessly spoiled. Medicine alone is powerless under perpetual 
disease-breeding conditions. f 

The taking good care does not at all mean to be fussy about trifles and an- 
noy the baby every minute of the day. The great quantity of pretty clothes 
and the teasting of the baby to make it look ‘‘cute’’ are unnecessary evils. 

Children should be fed regularly and on time, or they become deficient in 
their physical development, and this in turn leaves a vulnerable point for mal- 
adies of all kinds to attack the little body, which is rendered weak and left 
with little resisting power. 

Children need much fresh air. 

In the hot weather it.is more essential than at any other time to have the 
baby and everything belonging to it scrupulously clean, because the summer 
temperature is just the right one for germs to thrive and multiply in—dirt is 
their breeding place. 

The clothing of children must be well adapted to the different seasons of 
the year, for the young cannot stand the extremes of heat and cold as well as 
older people. Here again comes in the notion some parents have of hardening 
their children, declaring that the healthiest youngsters are among the poor, 
where they run around half naked in the winter time. This is a mistaken 
idea. Poor children are not the healthiest, and the mortality among them is 
very great. Those who survive the hardships are certainly strong, but a great 
majority succumb. 

There is a scientific explanation why a baby should not be hardened and 
suddenly exposed to the extremes of temperatures. ; 

The brain of an adult contains different centers which control every action 
of the body. There is a center, of speech, a will; center, a center which 
controls the muscles and makes them vork in a systematic and harmoni- 
ous way. There is also a center which cortrols the heat of the body. 

In nervously sick people we often see the result of the imperfect control of 
these centers. Some cannot use the muscles of the fingers in a co-ordinate 
way, or cannot walk qs they used to when they were well. Some lose their 
speech entirely or partially. Others, again, lose the control over their will 


power. 
In babies these centers are not developed sufficiently, which fact shows 


plainly why the different organs and their functions in the little system ger 
80 easily out of gear. ‘ 

As an illustration of the instability of a child’s nervous system, we may 
take the frequent occurrence of convulsions among children. Slight irrita- 
tions often cause an attack of convulisions—an undigested article of food is 
enough to bring it on, in some cases. 

Because of the imperfect heat center in the baby’s brain, he cannot bear 
well either extreme heat or extreme cold, and that is why young children 
give «0 much trouble in the winter when unduly exposed to the cold. The 
throat and lungs are mainly subject to disease then. Or In the summer, when 
affected by ‘the heat the gastro-intestinal cana) is the seat of disease. 

In a grown-up person the body temperature does not, as a rule, change 
with the external heat or cold unless one suffers from a sunstroke or a great 
shock of some sort. The normal temperature of an adult is 98.4 degrees F. 
and it remains so in health under all circumstances. The heat center in the 
brain controls the nerves throughout the body and thus makes it possible for 
grown persons .to accommodate themselves to the various changes in the 
atmosphere. a 

With the baby it is not so. When the little body is subjected to great heat 
its temperature may run up a few degrees and when exposed to extreme cold 
may become below normal. This phenomenon explains why the slightest ail- 
ment in a child causes the temperature to rise. 

When a grown-up person becomes ill. having a temperature of 104.5 degrees 
F., we consider it a serious state of affairs, but in children such a tempera- 
ture is of common occurrence and does not always necessarily indicate a ser- 
ious illness. 

The hot wellther is much more dangerous than the cold, inasmuch ag it ig 
harder to reduce the heat than to fight against cold. 

To be too zealous in the care of children is sometimes as bad as te neglect 
them. 


Do not averfeed the baby. 
While sun and air are indispensable to life, the direct rays of the sun, as 


weil as drafts, should be carefully avoided. 


The young baby should be kept free from irritation and should be left 
alone to ponder the pleasures of a vegetating existence without intruders. 

It is harmful to’ play too much and excite the baby in hot weather, when 
rest is so conducive to keeping cool. = 

In this case coolness means more than ordinary comfort—an overheated 
baby is a sick baby. 

A baby ought to be weighed every week or two, and if it does not gain 
for any appreciable time it shows that there is something wrong somewhere. —
